ta^ wi|l be sold at auction Sip- 
tember 13 at 2 o'cIocIl Cov. Mc- 
Creary and the entire State Capi- 
tol Commission Will be present 
orf that occasion. The lot, 345 by 
15b feet in dimensiont, with the 
Mansion, in which Governors for 
roo years, until this year, have 
Mtifd, will be offered in parcels ot 
six lots, then ten lots and then 
as a whole, the sale being made 
in the manner wMci wttl realixe 
the largest price. 

In 179s, when under the first 
Constitution a committee was 
authorized to select the location 
of the capitol, and Lexington and 
other cities contended ^witn 
Frankfort for the site, lOO acres 
of land were parceled into lots in 
Fraftmortr every other one being 
given to the State. The olt 
capitol site, the prison and the 
Mansion grounds were part of 
the tract.

Kentucky could find use for it «ri 
his farm. No other crop grown 
for similiar purpose!* possesaes 
many advantai^es as crimson clov 
er. Seeding is cheap — an impor 
tant » onsidcration. It may be 
seeded late in the summed after 
small grain crops are removed 
or in cMMvated crept sftv cul- 
tivation ceases. It protects the 
soil during the winter and spring 
and famishes Urge qa«ntl6«t of 
material rich in nitropen which 
can be plowed under in sufficient 
season to pcrMit planting com or 
')ther cult i\ate(l crop.. It iv in fact 
a crop which interferes witn few 
of the regtilar crops commonly 
jjrown on the farm and yet cap- 
able of improving :;oil almost as 
moch'as the longer lived red 
clover. While it is preeminently 
t .soil imfiroviiig crop, it will fur- 
nish fall and early spring pasture 
and will make considerable hay 
of fair quality. Red clove is 
proving a failure in so many cases 
that we must use something to 
take its place if we arc to main 
tain the producticeness of our 
soils, and crimidn clover is un- 
doubtedly the best tttbstitute we 
have. 

Many farmers have had poor 

success with crimson c'over, and 
this has led to the belief that it is 
not adopted to Kentacky condi- 
tions. Most of these failures 
were doubtless due to a lack of 
knowledge of the requirements of 
the crop and careless and thought- 
less methods of seeding. Crim- 
ion f lover will not succeed every 
year and the farmer should learn 
when to plant it and when not to. 
ft will succeed in most seasons, 
ihowcver, if rightly handled, and 
the crop is of such tremendous 
value that every farmer should 
make repeated tests with it until 
the learns how to grow it 01 
proves decisively that it cannot 
be grown on his land. .Hie fol- 
lowing instructions wiM l|elp th< 
crop to succeed : 

Do not plant in com or culti- 
cated crops of any kind unless 
there is abundant moisture at the 
time of the deeding. 

When planting alone prepare a 
good seed bed. A good seed bed 
is one that is fine and made firm 
by rolling. 

Cover the seed carefully. Fv- 
ery seed not covered will prob 
ably be lost. Do not cover too 
deeply, however, or the seed may 
not get up. A clover drill is 
sfdendid for sowing crimson clov' 
er seed 

Do not sow later than the first 
of September and preferably by 
the middle of .August. 

Get good seed. Ruy it by 
sample and tett it for germina- 
tion. Plant 100 seeds in a box 
of clean sand and keep the sa^d 
moist. If less than 9b seeds 
grow, refuse to buy the seed. 

Do not pasture too dose in the 
fall, nor too late, for if you do it 
will certainly winter loll. 

Dj) not plant on a poor thin 
!>=ece of land without first ferti- 
lizing. In most cases an applica- 
tion f)f 200 pounds of acid phos- 
phate per acre will be a satisfac- 
tory treatmefit. 

Do not plant on wet or poorly 
drained iapd. No clover wUl 
grow on sueh laad. f

DEATH OV JimOi 

In the death of Judge James H. 
F.vans. which occurred in Win- 
chester last Wedn»ed»y morning, 
Clark county and tlM State of 
Kcnturky have lost one of its 
most worthy, competent and pop- 
ular public servants. For i6 
years he haH hrni County Judge 
of Clark county and was one of 
th« flMM kefcnred mA MgMy ca- 
toemeH men in this section. 

Judge Evans had been confined 
to his home for tlM put three 
weeks, and had bMO frowing 
Hteadily weaker, in spite of all 
that medical^ science could do 
for him. For the past year 
he has been suffering with a mal- 
ignant form of cancer of the 
mouth, and even the radium 
treatment which he went to Bal 
timore to receive, failed to give 
relief. Judge Evans was born in 
Clark rounty. in what is now the 
Wades' Mill precinct, in 1844, and 
was a son of O. P. Evans and 
Nancy Thompson. Both his 
father's and mother's families 
were among the pioneers of 
Clark, and were among the most 
prominent farmers in that section. 
He was married to Miss Katie 
Gay. daughter of Duillap Gay. 
Three children were bom to 
them, two sons, Curtis and Lee, 
and one daughter, Nannie, who 
was married to Chas. C. Quisen- 
berry, and who died some years 
ago, leaving two children, Evans 
Quisenberry and Mrs. Leon Ren 
aker. The death of Judge Evans 
is ^learned with deepest regret 
here, where 1m bad ttumy warm 
friends.

Charged in a warrant sworn out 
by Jatnes Per gram with the mur- 
der of hi* brother, Enoch Her 
gram, William Harris, alias Sand- 
ford Harris, of Bath county, was 
arrested and taken to Lexington 
Wednesday miorning by Shcrifl 
M. M. Manley and Deputy Shcr 
ft W. A. Boyd, of Bath county, 
and lodged in the county jail 
Pergram was shot to death from 
ambush near Salt Lick tin Bath 
county on the night of Saturday, 
July II, and was hurried the fol 
lowing day to the God^Samari 
tan Hospital where hc died the 
day after the shooting. His body 
was returned the following day 
to Salt Lick for burial. 

At the time of the assassina 
tion Bry^n Pergram, a brother of 
the slain man, was insUntly kill 
el and Marshall Pergram, his 
father, seriously injured, though 
he has recovered. 

Saturday Attorney C. A. 
Nesbitt, of Bath county, 
accompajiied by James ' Per 
gram, uncle of the man killed, 
went to Lexington and went be 
fore Justice Charles M. Parrish 
where the warrant was sworn out 
;in(! taken back to Bath county 
for service. Harris was not ap 
ehended Wlttt last Wednesday 
when he quietly surrendered and 
was taken to , Lexington by the 
officera. 

Harris was taken before Coun^ 
ty judge F. A. BuUock, who set 
Ins examining trial for Tuesday 
morning at 11 o'clock. 

When seen at itie county jail 
Harris stoutly maintained hc w.i^ 
iimocent of the charge and that 
he knew nothing about it. H<: 
said he was a poor man and had 
a wife and three small children 
depending on him 

Harris is of medium stature 
ind and is about twenty-six years 
old and says he is a farmer. He 
declined to talk further. 

About one year ago Thurniaii 
Pergram, a cousin of Enoch Per 
gram wa'^ killed, it is said by 
James Harrib, a brother of the 
man in jaiU Jamea Harris was 
killed about three months ago by 
Cleveland Pergram.

King George made 
in effort to prevent war, but the 
violation of the Belgium neutrali- 
ty law by Germany, in that the 
Kiaiser's troops cross on Belgium 
soil to the French frontier, caus- 
ed a breach between those coun- 
tries and has drawn Great Brit- 
ain in the controversy.

The lives of thousands and maybe 
millions may be,8acrificcd because 
if the failure to adjust .1 slight 
difficulty between two of Eu- 
rope's smaller powers.

DREADED DISEASE 

• The prevalence of black leg in 
cattfe hit resulted in many re- 
quests upon the Kxperiment Sta 
tion <for in formation and assis- 
tance in controlling this Aaaase. 
Prevention is the keynote to all 
efforts looking to the control and 
eradication of bfack leg. A Num- 
mary of all methoiN thus far put 
into practice warrants their sub 
division into two cMief ^visions 
"The Knvironment of the Ani 
mala," and "Protective Vacdna 
tion.** 

The Environment of the Ani 

nials. Under this heading every 
thing that leads up to a better 
condition of the soil in an ellort 
to destroy the organisms alr.eady 
present, may be practiced. Fre 
quent inundations should be pre 
vented by the proper control of 
IfiTge streams. Often it is advis 
able to abandon dangerous lands 
for a season, or if the infected 
area is not large it may be per- 
manently fenced off. It is of par- 
amount importance that all car- 
casses of animals that have died 
of black leg should be destroyed, 
cither by deep burial or prefer 
ably by burning. If the animal 
dies in the pasture it should be 
r^urned on the spot, ana the 
ground in the immediate neigh- 
borhood thoroughly disinfected 
with chloride of lime or an abun- 
dance of ordinary unslacked lime. 
If, however, it become* neces- 
sary to remove the carcassei to 
some other point, it should ,»be 



each presents disadvantages, 
chiefly in securing accurate doe- 
age, which difficulty can be over- 
come by the use of the inely pow- 
dered muscle. Since the latter 
form has given such uniformly 
good results its use is heat tBy 
recommended. 

Black leg vaccine made by the 
U. S. Bureau of Animd Indualry, 
accompanied by detailed infor- 
mation for its use, cah be procur- 
ed free of charge upon applica* 
tion to the Kentucky Agricultur- 
al Experiment Station. Mean* 
while equipment for the maau- 
facture of black leg vacdae Will 
he installed in the Veterinary 
Oepariment of the Kentucky Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station, so 
that veterinarians and farmers 
can secure the same at any time, 
and protect their cattle against 
this disease in the spriaf and 
fall of the year.

For utensils, sheds, etc., a five 
per cent, solution of chlorideboi 
lime is efficient if they are thor- 
oug^hly soaked in it, preferably 
For one honr or longer. 

When the carcasses are buried 
care should, be taken that the 
drainage from the grave does not 
infect new pastures. It is al- 
ways desirable to cover the bot- 
tom of the pit with lime or ot|ier 
strong disinfectant. Any or all 
of the above precautions maj, 
under certain eonditions^' be im« 
prnrticahle to the farmer and in 
this emergency vaccination be- 
comes an immediate necessity.

Protective Vaccination. As 
the result of investigations car- 
ried on by French scientists it 
has been found that when a very 
small quantitjr of the muscle 
juice from an animal dead from 
b'ack leg is injected beneath the 
skin of susceptible cattle an im- 
munity is established which pro- 
tects them against subsequeni: 
ino c n l at i e ns of larger amounts 
of highly \ irulent material. The 
next advance was made when 
the dtaaaaed muscle was ground 
and heated for several hours at 
very high temperatures. The 
heated product was admiabtered 
in two doses, at an interval of 
seven to ten days. TMs proce- 
dure was naturally cumbersome 
when large numbers of cattle 
were to be treated, and this pro- 
cess has been simplified by the 
use of ju>it one inoculation. This 
modified method has been adopt- 
ed by the U. S. Bureau oi Ani 
mal Industry, and up to this date 
something over 13,000.000 catt'e 
have been vaccinated, resulting 
in a redaction in mortality from 
black leg to less than one-narf of 
one per cent. When it is consid- 
ered that before raecination was 
nip!oyc<l in infested districts ten 
per cent, oi all cattle died from 
this disease before reaching ma- 
turity, the practical value of pre- 
ventive vaccination against black 
leg 'should be unquestioned 
near cattle raisers.
